A trust fund established by several generous Redeemer College supporters 
will cut basic student costs by 40 percent for the 1991/92 academic year. 


In September 1991, Redeemer 
students will pay $4,450 in tuition 
and $1,540 for on-campus housing 
and food: that is $5,990 for the full 
academic year. The trust fund will 
settle the difference between this 
and the actual annual cost of 
education, with a single proviso 
that there will be no refund for an 
uncompleted year. 

This allows Redeemer College to 
offer its quality Christian university 
education at a public university

"There is 
every indication that this level of 
support can be maintained at the 
various increased enrolment 
projections made for the next few 
years," he states. 

The concept of a trust fund grew 
from the commitment of several 
Christian business people to 
Christian post-secondary educa- 
tion.

The proposal to organize the 
Pascal Centre was first formulated 
by Dr. van der Meer and Dr. 
Donald McNally of the University 
of Toronto in August 1987. Since 
organizing the centre in 1988, they 
have spent two years preparing for 
the first phase of a five-year plan. 

“Phase one is an effort toward 
understanding the role of biblical 
beliefs in philosophical, theological 
and scientific knowledge,” points 
out Dr. van der Meer. 

Phase two scheduled for 1993 
will consist of applying biblical 
beliefs to research problems in the 
natural sciences. 

“In future we hope to make the 
results of our research available to 
education at all levels,” says Dr. 
van der Meer, who sees education 
featuring prominently as a long- 
term goal. “~~

Staley Lecture Series 

Dr. Calvin De Witt, director of the 
Au Sable Institute, a Christian 
academic institution specializing in 
environmental studies presented 
Redeemer's third annual Staley 
lecture series sponsored by the 
Staley Foundation.

Representatives of such groups as 
the Christian Reformed World Relief 
Committee, Wycliffe Bible Translators 
and Youth with a Mission answered 
student questions and handed out 
brochures. 

As well, guest speakers, Dr. 
Harvie Conn, professor of missions 
at Westminster Theological Semi- 
nary in Philadelphia and Mr, Gary 
Ginter, a mission-oriented busi- 
nessman from Chicago, encouraged 
students to support missions and to 
consider direct involvement. 

Student Senate took advantage 
of the week by kicking off a money- 
raising campaign for Sarospatak 
Academy in Hungary. This long- 
neglected Reformed institution 
established in 1531 and taken over 
by the communist regime following 
World War IT has recently been 
returned to the Reformed Church 
in that country. 


Students in Missions 
According to Mr. Wynands, 
Redeemer enjoys a reputation for 
student involvement in missions. 
Many work as counsellors in youth 
camps; a year ago, 21 students 
spent two weeks in Haiti painting a 
church and building showers for 
the nationals there; and in Decem- 
ber several students participated in 
an Urbana mission conference. 
This spring 25 students intend to 
go on a mission trip to the Domini- 
can Republic while three others 
plan to spend the summer on 
mission work in the Philippines. 
“It is a real blessing to see young 
people motivated by the Spirit 
giving their time and talents to 
mission work,” observes Mr. 
Wynands. “-
